Annual  Report,  1904.

Gentlemen, — - 

I beg  to  submit  my  Twenty-second  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  Hemsworth  Rural  District 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1904. 


Vital  Statistics. — For  the  purpose  of  this-  report  I have 
estimated  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  district  at  the  middle  of 
the  year  to  be  27,226.  It  is  necessary  to  bear  in  mind  that  a 
relatively  large  proportion  of  this  population  consists  of  juveniles 
(more  than  one-third  being  under  10  years  of  age)  and  therefore  our 
records  of  sickness  and  mortality  under  certain  heads  cannot  be 
directly  compared  with  those  of  districts  having  a widely  different 
age-constitution. 


The  total  number  of  births  registered  reached  1,114,  equal  to  a 
yearly  birth-rate  of  nearly  41  per  thousand  inhabitants.  This  is  the 
highest  rate  yet  recorded  in  the  district,  being  more  than  oneTourth 
higher  than  the  rate  prevailing  in  the  West  Riding  generally. 


The  number  of  deaths  actually  occurring  in  the  district  during 
1904,  as  shown  by  the  returns  of  the  Registrar,  was  482.  This 
figure  has  to  be  increased  by  9 in  respect  of  inhabitants  who  died  in 
public  institutions  beyond  the  boundaries,  and  on  the  other  hand  we 
are  entitled  to  subtract  2 for  deaths  of  non-residents  occurring  within 
the  district.  The  net  number  of  deaths  was  therefore  489,  yielding 
an  annual  death-rate  of  17-9  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This 
ratio  is  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  of  the  previous  five  years 
(1 7 ‘ 1),  but,  having  regard  to  the  abnormally  high  and  increasing 
birth-rate,  the  gross  mortality  may  be  regarded  a's  not  unsatisfactory. 
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in  the  appended  tables  a complete  analysis  of  the  deaths  is  given 
according  to  age  and  locality,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  more  than 
one-half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  infants  under  five  years  of  age. 
When  the  death  returns  are  viewed  in  the  light  of  this  observation, 
there  remains  ample  testimony  to  the  natural  salubrity  of  the  district, 
supplemented  as  it  is  by  the  energetic  sanitary  administration  of  the 
Council. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Expressed  in  relation  to  the  total  num- 
ber of  births,  the  infant  mortality  was  such  that  148  children  out  of 
every  thousand  born  failed  to  complete  their  first  year  of  life.  This 
comparatively  satisfactory  rate,  which  is  the  lowest  recorded  for  some 
ten  years,  is  attributable  to  the  favourable  climatic  conditions  of  1904 
and  the  consequent  freedom  from  infantile  diarrhcea  in  its  epidemic 
form.  As  already  mentioned,  however,  the  mortality  in  the  succeed- 
ing age  period  (1  to  5 years)  was  greater  than  usual. 

Zymotic  Diseases.-— The  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  caused 
90  deaths,  thus  contributing  3*3  to  the  annual  death-rate.  The  some- 
what high  figures  were  due  to  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria,  scarlet 
fever,  and  measles, — diseases  which  it  is  very  difficult  to  cope  with 
amid  a dense  juvenile  population. 

Notification  Act. — The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  sickness 
notified  during  1904,  (see  Table  8)  was  greater  than  in  any  previous 
year,  viz  : 652.  The  utmost  efforts  were  made  to  deal  effectively  and 
promptly  with  each  case  as  it  arose,  and  there  is  little  doubt  that 
even  this  high  figure  would  have  been  exceeded  had  it  not  been  for 
the  preventive  measures  adopted.  During  the  year  I made  no  less 
than  30  special  Reports  to  the  Council  regarding  outbreaks  of  disease, 
and  advising  closure  of  schools  or  other  action ; 456  specimens  from 
infectious  cases  or  “ suspects  ” (chiefly  diphtheria)  were  submitted 
for  bacteriological  diagnosis  at  the  County  Hall.  In  order  to 
encourage  the  prompt  notification  of  infectious  cases,  and  so  enable 
them  to  be  immediately  dealt  with,  the  Council  refunds  the  cost  of 
notifying  by  telegraph  from  distant  parts  of  the  district.  They  also 
undertake  to  pay  a sum  of  6d.  per  mile  for  special  conveyance  of 
the  notification  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ill  respect  of  cases 
4i§Q9v$red  Sundays. 
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Small-Pox.— Eleven  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  three 
townships  of  Hemsworth,  Ryhill  and  Brierley.  With  one  or  two 
exceptions  there  was  no  known  connection  between  the  cases,  and 
the  fact  that  no  spread  followed  the  repeated  introduction  of  the 
disease  from  outside,  must  be  attributed  in  great  measure  to  the 
efficient  methods  of  dealing  with  this  disease.  Prompt  isolation  of 
the  sufferers,  thorough  disinfection  of  the  houses,  destruction  of 
infected  material,  re-vaccination  and  observation  of  “contacts,” 
are  the  means  which  have  again  enabled  us  to  combat  this  disease. 
To  appreciate  the  value  of  this  protection,  it  is  necessary  to 
remember  that  during  a great  part  of  the  year  small-pox  was 
seriously  epidemic  in  several  West  Riding  towns  entailing  consider- 
able financial  loss  and  disturbance. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  has  caused  the  greatest  amount 
of  trouble  during  the  year,  the  total  of  414  cases  being  far  in  excess 
of  anything  previously  experienced.  The  prevalence  has  been  spread 
fairly  uniformly  over  the  year,  with  special  incidence  at  South  Kirkby, 
Hemsworth,  Brierley,  Ackworth,  and  South  Elmsall.  I am  strongly 
of  opinion  that  school  attendance  has  played  an  important  part  in 
the  diffusion  of  this  disease,  assisted  also  by  the  delay  of  parents 
in  seeking  medical  advice,  and  by  the  ignorant  or  wilful  concealment 
of  mild  cases  and  their  being  at  large  whilst  still  infectious.  Over 
90  per  cent  of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  the  hospital,  and 
every  possible  means  were  adopted  by  the  sanitary  staff  to  arrest  the 
spread,  yet  immediately  on  the  re-opening  of  schools  we  had  repeat- 
edly the  disheartening  experience  of  a fresh  crop  of  cases.  I have 
carefully  considered  the  question  of  “ return  cases,”  and  the 
possibility  of  patients  discharged  from  the  hospital  acting  as  carriers 
of  infection,  and  I am  satisfied  that  this  has  not  been  a factor  in  the 
spread.  We  had,  of  course,  a large  number  of  instances  where  two, 
three,  and  even  up  to  six  cases  were  removed  from  one  house,  but 
these  were  not  infected  consequent  on  the  return  home  of  a patient 
from  the  hospital.  As  a matter  of  fact  74  houses  furnished  199 
cases,  yet  out  of  the  375  cases  treated  at  the  hospital,  only  eight 
arose  in  the  houses  of  previous  hospital  patients,  and  these  were 
distributed  as  follows  : — 4 at  Brierley,  2 at  Hemsworth,  and  2 .at 
South  Kirkby.  In  a Special  Report  which  I made  in  August  at  the 
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request  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  I pointed  out  that  the 
housing  of  the  mining  community,  the  long  rows  of  dwellings,  their 
close  proximity  and  frequent  overcrowding,  offer  every  facility  for 
the  spread  of  such  infectious  diseases  as  scarlet  fever. 

The  type  of  the  disease  this  year  has  been  much  more  severe 
than  usual,  with  the  consequence  that  22  of  the  cases  proved  fatal. 


Diphtheria. — In  my  last  annual  report  I referred  at  some  length 
to  the  exceptional  wave  of  diphtheria  which  was  being  experienced, 
and  I regret  that  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  record  its  subsidence. 
Brierley,  Hemsworth,  South  Kirkby,  and  Great  Houghton  were  the 
chief  centres  during  1904.  As  in  the  case  of  scarlet  fever,  it  is  the 
personal  element  which  is  largely  accountable  for  the  continued 
prevalence,  and  it  seems  well  nigh  impossible  to  prevent  the  wilful  or 
ignorant  exposure  of  slight,  but  infectious  cases.  The  preventive 
measures  adopted  have  included  hospital  isolation,  disinfection  ot 
clothing,  houses,  and  schools,  bacteriological  examination  of  suspects 
and  convalescents.  School  closure  has  been  resorted  to  wherever  it 
seemed  likely  to  be  useful ; on  more  than  one  occasion  a systematic 
inspection  was  made  of  the  whole  of  the  infant  scholars,  swabs  being 
taken  from  the  throats  of  suspected  children.  Out  of  18  such 
specimens  collected  at  the  Hemsworth  Infants7  School  in  October, 
twelve  revealed  the  presence  of  the  pseudo-diphtheria  bacillus,  and 
the  children  in  question  were  consequently  excluded  from  school 
pending  further  examination.  The  total  notified  cases  of  diphtheria 
during  1904  was  183,  compared  with  248  in  the  previous  year,  so 
that  it  is  reasonable  to  infer  that  we  are  now  on  the  downward  curve 
of  this  particulary  troublesome  and  prolonged  incidence. 


Enteric  Fever,  as  usual  in  recent  years,  does  not  call  for  much 
comment.  Twenty-three  cases  occurred,  and  although  17  of  these 
were  in  the  Hemsworth  Township  there  was  no  connected  prevalence. 
Nineteen  of  the  patients  were  removed  to  the  Hospital  and  four  died. 


Minor  Diseases. — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  necessary 
to  close  schools  at  South  Hiendley,  Brierley,  and  Ryhill  on  account 
of  the  prevalence  of  measles.  In  July  a rapid  spread  occurred  at 
Kirk  Smeaton,  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  disease  became 
epidemic  at  Hemsworth,  accompanied  also  bp  some  prevalence  of 
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chicken-pox.  Some  of  the  cases  of  the  latter  disease  were  of  so 
virulent  a type  as  to  materially  increase  the  anxiety  of  the  health 
department  in  view  of  the  existence  of  small-pox  in  neighbouring 
districts.  Whooping  cough,  which  was  much  less  noticeable  than 
in  recent  years,  caused  four  deaths  in  the  Ackworth  parish. 

Isolation  Hospital. — A greater  number  of  patients  were  isolated 
during  1904  than  ever  before.  Table  10  shows  that  the  total  dealt 
with  reached  575,  including  the  11  cases  treated  at  the  small-pox 
hospital.  During  the  year  several  improvements  were  made  in  the 
administration  and  equipment  of  the  Hospital  at  Brierley,  and  a new 
brougham-ambulance  was  acquired.  After  what  has  been  said  as 
to  the  difficulty  of  controlling  infectious  sickness  in  a district  of  this 
character,  it  is  scarcely  necessary  to  reiterate  my  firm  conviction 
that  if  it  were  not  for  the  extensive  use  made  of  our  efficient  means 
of  isolation,  the  ravages  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  would  have 
been  far  more  serious  and  fatal. 

Of  course,  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  admitted  to 
the  hospital  has  necessitated  an  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintenance, 
but  the  extra  demands  on  the  accommodation  and  staff  have  been  met 
at  all  times  with  due  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of  economical 
administration.  Our  difficulties  were  materially  increased  by  instances 
of  two  diseases  running  concurrently  in  the  same  patient,  e.g, 
diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  together. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  in  isolating  infectious  cases 
we  should  adopt  a process  of  selection  and  only  remove  to  the 
hospital  the  most  urgent  ones.  That  proposal  I regard  as 
impracticable  in  this  district,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  cases  almost 
invariably  arise  in  the  houses  of  the  working  classes,  where  it  is  im- 
possible to  attempt  home-isolation.  At  present,  removal  to  the 
hospital  is  accepted  as  a matter  of  necessity  and  of  advantage  to  the 
patients  and  their  friends,  but  that  would  certainly  not  be  so  if  a 
system  of  selection  were  adopted.  Objections  against  removal  would 
be  raised  with  some  show  of  reason,  the  utility  of  the  hospital  would 
be  impaired,  and  it  is  not  at  all  certain  that  the  ultimate  expenditure 
would  be  lessened.  Moreover,  the  idea  of  selecting  patients  scarcely 
accords  with  the  recent  policy  of  the  Council  in  encouraging  prompt 
notification  by  wire  or  special  messenger. 
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Factory  and  Workshop  Act. — Section  132  of  this  Act  requires 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  report  annually  on  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  factories  and  workshops.  In  this  district  we  have  no 
factories,  and  the  workshops  (29  in  number)  are  usually  simple  in 
character  and  extent.  Careful  re-inspections  have  been  made  of  these 
premises  during  the  year,  and  in  not  a few  cases  it  was  noted  that 
whitewashing  and  cleansing  had  been  carried  out  in  consequence  of 
of  the  previous  inspection.  One  or  two  instances  still  remain  where 
cleansing  is  desirable,  but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  issue  any 
legal  notices  or  take  proceedings.  There  are  no  “ outworkers  ” 
premises  in  the  district. 

Miscellaneous. — The  district  is  fairly  well  served  with  public 
water  supplies  and  from  time  to  time  extensions  and  connections  are 
made,  where  it  appears  that  the  local  supplies  are  unsatisfactory. 
During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  complaint  was  made  of  the  peaty 
discolouration  of  the  water  which  is  supplied  from  Barnsley,  and  a.11 
assurance  was  obtained  as  to  its  satisfactory  quality.  Owing  to  the 
soft  character  of  this  water  and  its  consequent  liability  to  become 
plumbo-solvent,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  in  the  interest  of  the  large 
number  of  consumers,  a watch  will  be  kept  on  its  tendencies  in  that 
direction. 

Considerable  improvements  have  been  carried  out  in  the  matter  of 
drainage  and  sewerage.  The  South  Kirkby  sewers  have  been  con- 
nected with  those  of  South  Elmsall  and  the  outfall  works  at  the  latter 
place  have  been  extended  and  improved.  Sewerage  schemes  are 
still  wanted  at  Brierley  and  Havercroft,  while  at  Ryhill  complaint  was 
made  of  the  unsatisfactory  disposal  works,  and  this  is  being  dealt 
with. 

A large  number  of  new  houses  were  erected  during  1904,  the 
actual  figure  being  228.  A successful  prosecution  was  undertaken  in 
one  instance  of  infraction  of  the  building  bye-laws,  and  on  the  24th  of 
February  I made  a formal  representation  as  to  a house  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  which  was  closed  in  due  course. 

The  number  of  nuisances  reported  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  348.  The  regulated  buildings  and  trades  (lodging-houses,  cow 
sheds,  etc.),  were  duly  supervised  and  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory. 
The  need  for  extended  burial  accommodation  at  South  Elmsall, 
South  Kirkby,  and  Grimethorpe  is  at  present  under  consideration. 
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Having  regard  to  the  general  character  of  the  population  and  its 
rapid  increase  I think  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  Council 
should  consider  the  expediency  of  exercising  their  powers  to  provide 
public  baths.  If  a suitable  institution  of  this  kind  were  erected  in 
the  central  township  of  the  district,  it  would  not  only  be  a greatly 
appreciated  boon,  conducive  to  public  health  and  comfort,  but,  under 
proper  management,  it  ought  to  be  a financial  success. 

Conclusion. — In  consequence  of  the  volume  of  infectious  disease 
which  had  to  be  dealt  with  during  the  year,  practically  the  whole  of 
the  time  of  the  sanitary  staff  has  been  occupied  by  the  onerous  duties 
involved  in  the  measures  for  its  abatement.  The  sanitary  inspectors 
have  had  a very  hard  time  in  dealing  with  the  extraordinary  amount 
of  disinfecting  work,  and  the  question  suggests  itself  whether  a great 
portion  of  this  work  could  not  be  done  by  a man  whose  time  is  not 
so  valuable.  It  is  due  to  the  praiseworthy  energy  of  the  inspectors 
and  other  members  of  the  staff  that  the  ordinary  branches  of  regular 
sanitary  work  have  not  been  allowed  to  fall  far  into  arrears  under 
the  pressure  of  special  work.
